Nevada's Fifth 
Atomic Blast 
Rocks Desert 


Experiment to Check 
Smoke Screen Power 
To Cut Heat Radiation 
LAS VEGAS, Nev. (JV-Nevada’s 
fifth atomic blast of the 1955 series 
rocked and illuminated the desert 
today while the Army Chemiical 
Corps conducted an experiment to 
determine the power of a smoke 
screen to cut down heat radiation. 
The detonation from a 300-foot 
tower at Yucca Flat came at 5:20 
a.m. and was less than major 
size. 
Observers 
in 
Las 
Vegas 
classed it in the ‘baby A-bomb" 
category. 
Short White Flash 
It was seen as a brilliant, short 
white flash in Las Vegas, 
about 
75 miles away. In Los Angeles, 
some 250 miles distant, the flash 
was like a faint flicker of white 
light, resembling a heat lightning 
flash. Other localities which saw 
the flash included Phoenix, Ariz., 
where observers r e p o r t e d the 
showing was considerably smaller 
than the March 7 blast, biggest of 
the series. It was seen faintly in 
the San Francisco area. 
After the detonation the Atomic 
En e r g y Commission announced 
that 35 tests 
of developmental 
weapons and civil effects w e r e 
conducted. Of major interest was 
the test with a smoke screen. 
AEC officials said oil smoke 
screen 
generators 
were 
estab­ 
lished on the upwind side of the 
firing area. Previously it h a d 
been 
announced that 
a 
smoke 
screen about 50 feet in height 
would be sent up to determine the 
ability of such a screen to c u t 
down thermal radiation on a por­ 
tion of the test site. 
Army officials have said that a 
smoke screen can be used to pro­ 
tect vital areas from thermal radi­ 
ation of an A-bomb. However, they 
added, use of smoke screens will 
not stop the other two effects — 
blast or pressure wave and gam­ 
ma radiation. The gamma rays 
are the penetrating ones and an 
overdose can cause internal ill- 
ess. 
Maj. Gen. William M. Creasy, 
chief chemical officer of the Army 
recently 
a n n o u n ced that the 
Army is studving means of reduc­ 
ing gamma radiation. 
During the blast today there 
were various instruments around 
the firing area to take data on 
thermal radiation. 
No Troops In Test 
No troops participated in today’s 
test. However there were 65 air­ 
craft in the air at the time of the 
detonation. They were primarily 
N aw planes of fighter and dive 
bomber types. All aircraft per­ 
formed their missions safely. 
Personnel from Camp Dtesert 
Rock were stationed at nine dif­ 
ferent points in an observation ex­ 
ercise for the field artillery. 
The AEC said the atomic cloud 
rose to a height of 3.000 feet and 
was blowing in a southeasterly di­ 
rection. AEC officials announced 
that a heavy shock was felt at the 
c o n tro l point, the master center of 
all test operations located at the 
edge of Yucca Flat. 
The shock of todav’s blast w a s 
not generally felt in Las Vegas, 
although there were reports that 
some doors rattled. During larger 
detonations the pressure wave is 
distinctly felt in Las Vegas in 
about seven minutes after t h e 
blast.

To Cut Heat Radiation 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. tfV-Nevada’s 
fifth atomic blast of the 1955 series 
rocked and illuminated the desert 
today while the Army Chemiical 
Corps conducted an experiment to 
determine the power of a smoke 
screen to cut down heat radiation. 
The detonation from a 300-foot 
tower at Yucca Flat came at 5:20 
a.m. and was less than major 
size. 
Observers 
in 
Las 
Vegas 
classed it in the ‘baby A-bomb” 
category. 
Short White Flash 
It was seen as a brilliant, short 
w’hite flash in Las Vegas, 
about 
75 miles away. In Los Angeles, 
some 250 miles distant, the flash 
was like a faint flicker of white 
light, resembling a heat lightning 
flash Other localities which saw 
the flash included Phoenix, A rn., 
where observers r e p o r t e d the 
showing was considerably sm aller 
than tho March 7 blast, biggest of 
the series. It was seen faintly in 
the San Francisco area. 
After the detonation the Atomic 
En e r g y Commission announced 
that 35 tests of developmental 
weapons and civil effects w e r e 
conducted. Of major interest was 
the test with a smoke screen. 
AEC officials said oil smoke 
screen 
generators 
were 
estab­ 
lished on the upwind side of the 
firing area. Previously it h a d 
been 
announced that 
a 
smoke 
screen about 50 feet in height 
would be sent up to determine the 
ability of such a screen to c u t 
down thermal radiation on a por­ 
tion of the test site. 
Army officials have said that a 
smoke screen can be used to pro­ 
tect vital areas from thermal radi­ 
ation of an A-bomb. However, they 
added, use of smoke screens will 
not stop the other two effects — 
blast or pressure wave and gam­ 
ma radiation. The gamma rays 
are the penetrating ones and an 
overdose can cause internal 111- 
ess. 
Maj. Gen. William M. Creasy, 
chief chemical officer of the Army 
recently 
a n n o u n ced that the 
Army is studying means of reduc­ 
ing gamma radiation. 
During the blast today there 
were various instruments around 
the firing area to take data on 
thermal radiation. 
No Troops In Test 
No troops participated in today’s 
test. However there were 65 air­ 
craft in the air at the time of the 
detonation. They were primarily 
Navy planes of fighter and dive 
bomber types. All aircraft per­ 
formed their missions safely. 
Personnel from 
Camp Desert 
Rock were stationed at nine dif­ 
ferent points in an observation ex­ 
ercise for the field artillery. 
The AEC said the atomic cloud 
rose to a height of 3.000 feet and 
was blowing in a southeasterly di­ 
rection. AEC officials announced 
that a heavy shock was felt at the 
control point, the m aster center of 
all test operations located at the 
edge of Yucca Flat. 
The shock of today’* blast w a s 
not generally felt in Las Vegas, 
although there were reports that 
some doors rattled. During larger 
detonations the pressure wave Is 
distinctly felt in Las Vegas in 
about seven minutes after t h e 
blast.

This principle—that states can 
protect the individual’s right to 
sell his services w ithout paying 
dues to a union—was directly up­ 
held recently by the U. S. S u­ 
prem e Court when it ruled that 
“right-to-w ork” laws are consti­ 
tutional. 
Mr. M itchell needs to be re ­ 
m inded that as a C abinet m em ber 
he represents the interests of 160,- 
000,000 A m ericans. M ore specifi­ 
cally, perhaps, his duties pertain

“right-to-work" laws at the CIO 
annual 
convention 
reveals 
a 
strange attitude on the part of a 
member of the President’s Cabi­ 
net. Mitchell w’as brought in to re­ 
place 
Plumbers’ 
Union 
Leader 
Durkin 
after 
the 
decision 
was 
made that the Cabinet was no 
place for professional pleaders for 
special causes. Now Mitchell him­ 
self apparently feels that he must 
act as union labor’s ambassador 
to government. 
The 
CIO 
itself 
could not have condemned 
the 
“right-to-work" laws in more vig­ 
orous 
terms 
than 
Mitchell 
did 
when he declared: “They restrict 
union security and thereby under­ 
mine the basic strengih of labor 
organizations. I oppose them cate­ 
gorically.” 
What 
are these laws 
mat a 
member of the President’s Cabinet 
“opposes 
categorically?" 
In 
17 
states they forbid contracts be­ 
tween 
unions 
and 
management 
w’hich make membership in un­ 
ions compulsory as a condition of 


employment—through the “union 
shop" or “closed shop.” They do 
not strike at unions or hinder pur­ 
suit of legitimate union objectives. 
They do not, as now charged by 
Mitchell, result in “unnecessary 
limitations 
on 
the 
freedom 
of 
w’orking men and women to bar­ 
gain collectively." 
The rights granted to unions 
under the Taft-Hartley law are 
specific. Taft-Hartley guarantees 
the right to strike, the right to 
bargain collectively, the right of 
unions to have protection from 
rival unions during the life of a 
contract, a guarantee enforced by 
management’s obligation to bar­ 
gain only with certified unions. 
The Taft-Hartley Act even gives 
unions the right to establish the 
“union shop.” 
However, recognizing that reg­ 
ulation 
of 
labor 
r e g io n s 
are 
among the rights reserved to the 
states by the Tenth Amendment to 
the Constitution, the T-H law left 
to states the right, if they choose, 
to outlaw the union shop. Seven­ 
teen states have done so, in one 
form or another, in accordance 
with the principle that a man’s 
right to w’ork is at least as sacred 
a part of our constitutional liber­ 
ties as his right to organize, .strike 
or bargain collectively. 
This principle— that states can 
protect the individual’s right to 
sell his services without paying 
dues to a union—was directly up­ 
held recent^ by the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court when it ruled that 
“right-to-work" laws are consti­ 
tutional. 
Mr. Mitchell needs to be re­ 
minded that as a Cabinet member 
he represents the interests of 160,- 
000,000 Americans. More specifi­ 
cally, perhaps, his duties pertain 
to the welfare of the 62,000,000 
gainfully 
employed 
Americans. 
Certainly the minority of some 
18,000,000 Americans who belong 
to unions have rights that need to 
be protected. But it is no part of 
Mr. Mitchell’s job to assist in co­ 
ercing people to pay dues to un­ 
ions through the threat of depriv­ 
ing them of a livelihood.

Fertility Pays 
Big Dividends 
Money spent for soil fertility is 
an investm ent that pays big divi­ 
dends, says Starling Guinn, associ­ 
ate Scott County agent. About the 
only way a farm er can hope to 
increase his income in the next 
year or two is by doing a better 
job of farm ing, in which soil fer­ 
tility can play an im portant part. 
Adequate use of lime and fertili­ 
zers guided by soil testing w i l l 
make it possible for Scott County 
farms to produce crops at a profit 
even though a cost price squeeze 
is being felt. This is especially true 
if the soil is given a full treatm ent 
instead of just fertilizing one crop. 
In the past, we have tended to 
charge the entire cost of soil tre a t­ 
m ents against the crop treated. 
However, heavy treatm ents have 
striking residual effects. W h e n 
m inerals are brought up to ade­ 
quate levels and a heavy rate of 
nitrogen is aoplied to corn, the 
increased yields of small grain that 
follow often is sufficient to pay for 
the entire nitrogen application. This 
is the reason why m any wheat 
yields last year topped the 40 bush 
el m ark. In talking with Herschel 
WaggoneT of O ran, he said that 
beans did better when planted on 
land that was in corn the year be­ 
fore and fertilized for 10 bushel 
yield. This is one way to increase 
the yield of beans. The investm ent 
in soil fertility paid dividends ir 
even such an unfavorable year as 
1954. Costs for such items as seed 
labor, gas, and depreciation an 
lost when the crop fails. But fer­ 
tilizer and lim e treatm ents will re­ 
m ain and function when w eather 
conditions aTe more favorable for 
crop production. 
Soil testing, which is an inven 
tory of the essential raw m ateria1 
available in the soil for p l a n t 
growth, is the basis of a long tim e 
soil 
fertility 
im provem ent 
pro 
gram . The entire farm should be in 
ventoried and perm anent record1 
kept We find that farm er': who d' 
not keep records of their fertilizer 
applications often forget this valu 
able information. Each m em ber ir 
the Balanced Farm ing Association 
will have such a record when their 
plans are complete. If treatm en* 
can not be m ade to all fields a* 
one time, the inventory is helpfu1 
in deciding where to start a n d 
where succeeding treatm ents wil’ 
be most effective. This is especial­ 
ly helpful for those using credit. 
C arrying out a long tim e soi1 
fertility program as part of a Bal 
anced Farm ing plan tailored to fi* 
the farm will help increase volume 
of production and reduce unit costs

31 5 per cent of the cotton ginned 
was graded as Strict Low Middling, 
while 24.3 per cent was Low Mid­ 
dling. A considerable increase in 
m echanical pickers decreased the 
grade somewhat. 
The staple length was very good 
as 51.3 per cent of the cotton in 
the coimtv was 1 1-16 and 3.6 per 
~ent was 1 1-32. The average sta­ 
ble length was a little better than 
1 1-32 Only .2 per cent of the num ­ 
ber of bales ginned in the county 
wore reduced one grade because 
if rough preparation. 
Irrigated Acreage Triples 
About three times as m any acres 
were irrigated in 
M issouri last 
vear as in 1953 A survey has shown 
that more than four hundred farm - 
Qrs irrigated a total of about thirtv- 
five thousand acres.

Fertility Pays 
Big Dividends 
Money spent for soil fertility is 
an investment that pays big divi­ 
dends, says Starling Guinn, associ­ 
ate Scott County agent. About the 
only way a farm er can hope to 
increase his income in the next 
year or two is by doing a better 
job of farming, in which soil fer­ 
tility can play an important part. 
Adequate use of lime and fertili­ 
zers guided by soil testing w i l l 
make it possible for Scott County 
farms to produce crops at a profit 
even though a cost price squeeze 
is being felt. This is especially true 
if the soil is given a full treatment 
instead of just fertilizing one crop. 
In the past, we have tended to 
charge the entire cost of soil treat­ 
ments against the crop treated. 
However, heavy treatm ents have 
striking residual effects. W h e n 
minerals are brought up to ade­ 
quate levels and a heavy rate of 
nitrogen is applied to corn, the 
increased yields of small grain that 
follow often is sufficient to pay for 
the entire nitrogen application. This 
is the reason why many wheat 
yields last year topped the 40 bush 
el mark. In talking with Hersche! 
Waggoner of Oran, he said that 
beans did better when planted on 
land that was in corn the year be­ 
fore and fertilized for IO bushel 
yield. This is one way to increase 
the yield of beans. The investment 
in soil fertility paid dividends ir 
even such an unfavorable year as 
1954. Costs for such items as seed 
labor, gas, and depreciation an 
lost when the crop fails. But fer­ 
tilizer and lime treatm ents will re­ 
main and function when weather 
conditions are more favorable for 
crop production 
Soil testing, which is an inven­
